Indiarubber man of tlio local 
ernmont has just performed au- 
aer of those feats of agility for which 
no is bo justly celebrated. This tiino 
the appropriate subject of the customs 
tariff has beou selected as presenting 
a favorable field for the excrciso of 
his acknowledged ability in that line. 
It will doubtless still be within the 
reader's recollection with what per- 
sistency and well-feigned sincerity 
our contemporary, in times past, 
contended that the Local Legislature 
could deal with the subject, that it was 
within the compass of its power to ob- 
tain a modified tariff.aud how ferocious 
were its attacks upon this journal be- 
cause it ventured to express a some- 
what different view. Some people 
were thon uncharitable enough to sus- 
pect that the Premier had an 
object to servo by that course; having 
obtained his election to tho Local 
Legislature on that pretense, it was 
prudent to keep up the .delusion, as the 
modified tariff hobby-horse might 
come handy should ho have occasion 
to seek re-election. Such occasion, 
however, did not arise, inasmuch as ho j 
refused to go back to his constituents 
although the spirit, if not the letter, 
of the Constitution clearly required 
that ho should. Probably ho conclud- 
ed that it was better to violato tho Con- 
stitution than to lose his seat. Bo that 
as it may, both he and his organ con- 
tended for the power of the Local 
Legislature to obtain a modification 
of the tariff. But what saith the organ 
on that point now ? In a leading arti- 
cle, on Tuesday, dealing with what it 
is pleased to represent as the mistake 
of adopting the Canadian Tariff, it 
says: 

"Whether or nul tho mistake can now 
b* remedied, remains to be seen. Cer- 
tainly it. cannot be by tho local Legisla- 
ture. The matter is now entirely beyond 
their jurisdiction, nor do we think it would 
be prudent on the part o/ tho. local House to 
kike any action with reference thereto. If 
anything can bo effected, it must bo by 
our representatives in tho House of Com- 
moaa.." 

Indeod! Thon would it appear that all 
the past pretensions of tho Premier were 
sheer hypocrisy and fraud, put forth for 
the purpose of deluding and misleading 
the agriculturists in order that he 
might the hotter carry out his boasted 
motto, "li/se men.". There need bo little 
doubt in so far as tho past is concerned 
But what about the present? Why is 
the cloak thrown aside thus suddenly and 
that frankly admitted which was so 
stoutly denied before ? Wo think we can 
tell the reader why. In the Federal Par 
liament the Premier misrepresents a con- 
•tituency atrongly in favor of tho Cana- 
dian Tariff. In tho local Cabinet a 
majority of his colleagues aro of n simi- 
lar mind. Under those circumstances it is 
not considered prudent to attempt to ridi 
the modified tariff hobby-horse any fur 
ther, and hence it is cast asido and tho 
public are cooly informed (for that 
what it really amounts to) that it was all a 
joke! Our contemporary does not now 
think it would be prudent on tho part of 
the local House to take any action in 
reforonco thoroto, — which, being inter- 
preted, means that such "action" would 
bo extremely inconvenient to tho Premier, 
as well as to a majority of his colleagues. 
For our own part, whilo our views re- 
main unchanged as to the powers of tho 
local Legislature, we must differ with our 
contemporary os regards the prudence of 
auch action. If the Province is to seek 
for any modification of the tariff at Otta- 
wa it would appear to us to ho the natural 
and proper course for its own Legislature 
to tako the initiative step by pronounc- 
ing in favor of such a chnngo, thereby 
placing on record tho views and desires 
of tho Province and materially strength- 
ening the hands, if not enlightening tha 
heads, of the British Columbia represent- 
atives at Ottawa. Such a course would 
seem to bo all tho more necessary from 
the fact that, last session, the House voted 
down the modified tariff resolutions, 
thus leaving it to bo inferred that 
the Province does not desire tho 
change. Such action might, indeed, 
provo unfruitful; but still we cannot 
discover wherein it would be imprudent. 
The suggestion that '_'!/ anything can bo 
effected, it must bo by our own represent- 
atives in the House of Commons," is, in- 
deed, cool, emanating from tho organ of 
tho man who sat dumb during a threu 
days : debate in the House of Commons, 
last year, on a most important resolution 
proposing protection for tho agricultural 
iutorosts! Farmers of Baanioh— of Van- 
couver Island,— of British Columbia, what 
think you now of your self-constituted 
champion and of tho organ claiming to ba 
par excellence tho farmer's friend ? 

Another Question- 
As faith in the Cassiar mines deepens 
and widens, so grows the importance 
of our commercial relations with that 
new region. It seems tolerably certain 
that the approaching season will wit- 
ness a comparatively largo iiiilux of 
gold-seekers from the territories of 
our foreign neighbour; and it can 
hardly bo open to doubt that Ameri- 
can commerce will make a more or less 
distinct effort to follow in their wake. 
A few woeks ago wo drew attention to 
the fact that the United States authori- 
ties at "Wranglo objected to our ships 
passing through tho forty mile belt 
ovor which tho stars and stripes Jhwt ; 
and wo thon contended that, under the 
Treaty of Washington, our right was 
indisputable. It might have boon 
added that our right oxisted long be- 
fore the Treaty of Washington was 
niado; for wo behove we are correct in 
stating that when Russia transferred 
Alaska to tho United States sho did it 
subject to our right to navigate Stikire 
Jtivi-r. Bs that uu it may, it appears thai 
instructions, have since boen iianecl from 
• 



Washington which remove all difficulty 
in so far as tho froo navigation of that ri- 
ver is concerned; But in the moantimo 
a question of an entirely different naturo 
arises. In tho Treaty of Washington it is 
declared that tho rivor Stikino, "ascending 
and descending, from, to, and into tho 
sea, shall forever remain free and open for 
tho purposes of commorco to tho subjects 
of Her Britannic Majesty and to iho citi- 
zens of the United States, subject to any 
laws and regulations of oither country 
within its own territory, not inconsistent 
with such privileges of free navigation." 
Tho que stion now is not, Is the river open? 
but, Is it not opened too wide? For in- 
stance, suppose American commerce 
.should take it into its head to go to Cas- 
siar direct, giving Victoria tho go-by. It 
must be admitted that in such a caso it 
would possess considerable advantage 
over our own; for, unfortunately, Victor- 
ia occupies to a very groat extent the pos- 
ition of a middle-man between the Ameri- 
can dealer and tlm minors supplied from 
the coast, oven tho breadstuff's being im- 
ported. It may bo said in reply that 
American commerce cannot give Victoria 
tho go-by, as it must come hero to pay 
duty of i customs. Poor as that 
consolation its, it may not be long loft to 
us. If Canada should create a Port of Entry 
on the Stikino there would bo nothing 
to hinder American shipping from going 
direct from any United States port to 
buck's Bar. We do not wish to bo un- 
derstood as advocating such a stop. On 
tho contrary, we would regard it as of 
questionable policy. It is not required 
for our own commerce, and Canada can 
scarcely bo expected to incur the expen- 
diture simply to aid a foreign rival in 
beating lis in our own market:;. It ap- 
pears to us that Canada need bo in no 
great haste about creating a Port of Entry 
on the Stikino. Wait till the trade shall 
have become sufficiently largo and estab- 
lished to justify the expenditure, and by 
that time it may be hoped wo shall have 
it sufficiently in hand to bo able to hold 
our own.

Mr. Poarse has rocoivod the plans for 
tho now Custom Houso to be erected at 
tho foot of Broughton streot in this city. 
Tho building will bo 40 feot wide by U2 
feet deep, three story and basement, with 
Mansard roof.

Tho attic will contain spare rooms and 
rooms for tho Janitor of the building, Tho 
situation of tho building will bo upon tho 
lot whore Sayward's lumber wharf now 
stands, which has a width of 50 feet by 
a depth of 90 feot. Tender s for the work 
will be asked for in a few days. 



Vivian's Benoat-

International Biudoe. — This struc- 
ture, which stretches over tho Niagara 
Rivor from Fort Frio in Canada to Buf- 
falo, in the United States, was •pened 
last month. Although the charter for 
this bridge was secured in 1867; tho re- 
quisite capital, .$1,500,000, with a supple- 
ment of 81,000,000, in bonds, was not rais- 
ed till 1870 when the contract was let to 
Messrs C. S. G/.owski and D..L.' Mac- 
pherson, two wealthy Canadians. It took 
three years and seventy-throe days to 
build. The Bridge is in three divisions, 
first, from Canada shore to Square Island 
l,9G7J.j feet; second, across Square Island 
1,167 feet; third, thenco ,r > American 
shoro 517 feet, making a total length of 
3,051% foot. Although international, 
this bridge may justly be regarded as ad- 
ding another to tho already formidable 
test of Canada's triumphs of engineering 
skill and enterprise for which tho young 
empire has alroady become justly famous. 
This work also constitutes another con- 
necting link between tho Dominion and 
her big neighbour. 

Caiuuoo. --Times fiat, Lothnir claim 
on Antler sold for $2,400. On Lightning 
tho Victoria and Vancouver were doing 
well, and the people ou the creek gener- 
ally are in good spirits, looking forward 
to a very prosperous season next year. 
There is a good deal of prospecting being 
done on outside creeks, and a great many 
buildings of a better class going up, every- 
where preparations are being made for the 
spring of 1874. There are very few un- 
employed, and living is cheap. 

The Hon. 8. L. Tii.ley, in the course 
of his speech in tho Houso of Commons, 
on tho 31st ult., intimated that overtures 
had been made to him by tho loader of the 
Opposition; but, s;>id he, "lpreferto fall 
with my loader, should a majority of the 
House ho against him."

According to this statement 
not nn American witness of the affair 
is loft alive. A report from Washing- 
ton states that news lias been received 
there of the Blaughterof the remainder 
of those taken on tlio Virginius, mid 
tlio further statement that the United 
States Government lias sent warlike 
dispatches through Miiiistoi Sickles to 
the Spanish Government is generally 
regarded us au invention. 

A Washington dispatch says news 
lias been received that the rest of the 
crew and passengers on the Virginius 
have been shot, making 111 persons in 
all ; that it is semi-onicially stated that 
demands have been made by this Gov- 
ernment on that of Spain of such a na- 
ture asitwiil be impossible for Spaiuto 
accept, and Avhich must resultin a rup- 
ture between the two countries, and 
that these demands have been tele- 
graphed to Minister Sickles.

A dipolomafcist, not of very great 
fame, but of whom there are some in- 
teresting recollection's, lias just died at 
his own beautiful villa near Bayonne, 
This was .Lord Howden, forniely her 
Britannic Majesty's Minister at Madrid , 
The deceased Peer, once very well 
known in English aoaioty as Colonal 
Caradoc, had reached the advanced 
age of 7-1; but theinfirmaties of his la- 
tor years had been, it is said, much ag- 
gravated by the privations lie endured 
dining the siege of Paris in 1870-1. 
His sufferings, les3 from want of solid 
food than want of fuel, wore very great, 
yet his repeated applications as a neu- 
tral to bo alio wed to leave Paris wero 
disregarded by those in authority. 
Somewhat more courtesy might per- 
hance havo boon shown to an asoeen 
diploMate; but tho time when tho Ger- 
man guns were thundering round the 
French capital was certainly not the 
beat season for the exchange of inter- 
national amenities. In his death Lord 
Howdon . found more consideration 
from the people among whom ho breth- 
ed his last, l ie had long been a Com- 
mander of the Order of the Legion of 
Honour; thus the highest military com- 
pliments wero paid to his remains by 
the authorities of the district; and a 
detachment of infantry, headed by its 
Colonel, and accompanied by tho Pre- 
fect of the Department, escorted the 
hearse of the deceased British noble- 
man to the Catholic Church — for he 
belonged to the lloman faith — where 
his obsequies were performed. Eng- 
lish papers mention a simgular inci- 
dent in his career. In the Waterloo 
year, being then sixteen, and having 
been born seemingly with the brightest 
of silver spoons in his mouth, ho enter- 
ed tho British army as an ensign, and 
was soon afterwards appointed an aid- 
de-camp to the Duke of Wellington. 
Some months after the occupation of 
Paris by the allies, when the JJuke was 
Ambassador Extrnodinaryaud Mini-dcr 
Plenipotentiary at the Court of Louis 
XVIII. , nn attempt was made to assas- 
uiuute luiii by una Gimtilioii, The 
Hero of Waterloo was returning to his 
hotel in tlio Placo do la Concorde from 
a party given by Mrs. Crawford, the 
wife of tho American Minister, and in 
the same carriage with him was young 
Lieutenant Cradoc, afterwards Caradoc 
Lord Howden. Cautillion, a rancorous 
sous-lieuten \xt in tho Army of the 
Loire, was tried before a French tri- 
bunal for his murderous attempt, and 
acquitted. Napoleon I., in his will, 
dated from St, Helena in 1821, left 
Cantillon ten thousand francs, but the 
legacy was not paid for more than 
thirty years after ward 8, when Napoleon 
LLT. , in the first flush of the Empire, 
determined on carrying out his uncle's 
testamentary directions. M. Cantillon 
was discovered at Brussels, a very old 
gentleman indeed, nnd following the 
peaceful yocaHou of a grocer, 

Impatience with Mk. Gladstone. — In 
a company of liberals-— not radicals, 
but liberals, who live years n'ro were 
Gladstoninns— -in which I happened 
lately to be present, I was surprised to 
find that Hie premier had not a single 
friend. They wore all congratulating 
themselves that Disraeli would be at 
the head of affair's. Indeed they not 
only wore not Gladstone's friends, but 
they talked like his bitter foes. 1 had 
some curiosity lo ask them in detail. or 
as many as I could., and privately, just 
what each had as a reason for Iris an- 
tipathy to the prime minister. Two 
said they "hardly knew," but were 
tired of him. One said ho hated his 
"confounded arrogance;" another 
hated his "shilly-shallying," mid two 
or three hated his "sacerdotalism." 
One of tho latter said that to see a man 
pretending to lead the liberal party of 
England sitting in his pew at Har- 
wardon church (his own) and joining 
with emotion in the exlrcino ritualistic 
performance of his son, to whom he 
has given that living, fairly turned his 
stomach. Several others of tho com- 
pany declared that there was„a certain 
"meanness" ami ''pusillanimity" 
about Gladstone's political course 
which they found insufferable.
